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§3636. Rulemaking

(a) Promulgation of regulations by Secretary of
Commerce

The Secretary, in consultation with the Sec-
retary of the Interior, the Secretary of the De-
partment in which the Coast Guard is operating
and the appropriate Regional Fishery Manage-
ment Council, shall promulgate such regulations
as may be necessary to carry out the United
States international obligations under the Trea-
ty and this chapter, pursuant to section 3635 of
this title, as well as conforming amendatory
regulations applicable to the United States Ex-
clusive Economic Zone. Any such regulation
may be made applicable, as necessary, to all per-
sons and all vessels subject to the jurisdiction of
the United States, wherever located. Such regu-
lations as are necessary and appropriate to
carry out obligations of the United States under
the Treaty involve a foreign affairs function,
and as such shall not be subject to sections 553
through 557 of title 5, or the National Environ-
mental Policy Act (42 U.S.C. 4321 et seq.).

(b) Additions to fishery regimes and Fraser
River Panel regulations

The Secretary, in cooperation with the Re-
gional Fishery Management Councils, States,
and treaty Indian tribes, may promulgate regu-
lations applicable to nationals or vessels of the
United States, or both, which are in addition to,
and not in conflict with, fishery regimes and
Fraser River Panel regulations adopted under
the Treaty. Such regulations shall not discrimi-
nate between residents of different States.

(¢) Judicial review

Regulations promulgated by the Secretary
under this chapter shall be subject to judicial
review by the district courts of the United
States to the extent authorized by, and in ac-
cordance with, chapter 7 of title 5; except that
section 705 of such title is not applicable, and
the appropriate court shall only set aside any
such regulation on a ground specified in section
706(2)(A), (B), (C), or (D) of such title. A civil ac-
tion filed pursuant to this section shall be as-
signed for hearing at the earliest possible date,
shall take precedence over other matters pend-
ing on the docket of the United States district
court at that time, and shall be expedited in
every way by such court and any appellate
court.

§3637. Prohibited acts and penalties
(a) Unlawful acts

It is unlawful for any person or vessel subject
to the jurisdiction of the United States—

(1) to violate any provision of this chapter,
or of any regulation adopted hereunder, or of
any Fraser River Panel regulation approved by
the United States under the Treaty;

(2) to refuse to permit any officer authorized
to enforce the provisions of this chapter to
board a fishing vessel subject to such person’s
control for purposes of conducting any search,
investigation, or inspection in connection
with the enforcement of this chapter;

(3) to forcibly assault, resist, oppose, im-
pede, intimidate, or interfere with any such
authorized officer in the conduct of any
search, investigation, or inspection described
in paragraph (2);

(4) to resist a lawful arrest for any act pro-
hibited by this section;

(5) to ship, transport, offer for sale, sell, pur-
chase, import, export, or have custody, con-
trol, or possession of, any fish taken or re-
tained in violation of this chapter;

(6) to interfere with, delay, or prevent, by
any means, the apprehension or arrest of an-
other person, knowing that such other person
has committed any act prohibited by this sec-
tion.

For additional prohibitions relating to this
chapter and enforcement of this chapter, see
section 1826g of this title.

§3638. General standard

All actions taken under sections 3632(g),! 3633,
3635, and 3636 of this title shall—

(a) take into account the best scientific in-
formation available;

(b) result in measures necessary and appro-
priate for the conservation, management, uti-
lization and development of the Pacific salm-
on resource, with due consideration of social
and economic concerns; and

(c) be consistent with United States obliga-
tions under the Treaty, domestic Indian trea-
ties and other applicable law.

§3639. Advisory committee

(a) Appointment; membership

The United States Section shall appoint an ad-
visory committee of not less than twelve but
not more than twenty members who are knowl-
edgeable and experienced with respect to fish-
eries subject to the Treaty. One-half the mem-
bership of the committee shall be residents of
the State of Alaska and one member shall be a
resident of the State of Idaho. Each member
shall serve a term of two years and shall be eli-
gible for reappointment.

(b) Functions

Members of the advisory committee may at-
tend all public meetings of the Commission and
Panels and all nonexecutive sessions of the
United States Section and United States Panel
sections. At mnonexecutive meetings of the
United States Section and United States Panel
sections, members of the advisory committee
shall be given the opportunity to examine and
to be heard on any nonadministrative matter
under consideration.

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(c) Compensation

The members of the advisory committee shall
receive no compensation for their services as
such members.

(d) Meetings

The Chairman of the United States Section
shall call a meeting of the advisory committee
at least one time each year.

TERMINATION OF ADVISORY COMMITTEES

Advisory committees established after Jan. 5, 1973, to
terminate not later than the expiration of the 2-year
period beginning on the date of their establishment,
unless, in the case of a committee established by the
President or an officer of the Federal Government, such
committee is renewed by appropriate action prior to
the expiration of such 2-year period, or in the case of
a committee established by the Congress, its duration
is otherwise provided by law. See section 14 of Pub. L.
92-463, Oct. 6, 1972, 86 Stat. 776, set out in the Appendix
to Title 5, Government Organization and Employees.

§ 3640. Administrative matters

(a) Compensation of Commissioners and Alter-
nate Commissioners

Commissioners and Alternate Commissioners
who are not State or Federal employees shall re-
ceive compensation at the daily rate of GS-18 of
the General Schedule when engaged in the ac-
tual performance of duties for the United States
Section or for the Commission.

(b) Compensation of Panel Members and Alter-
nate Panel Members

Panel Members and Alternate Panel Members
who are not State or Federal employees shall re-
ceive compensation at the daily rate of GS-16 of
the General Schedule when engaged in the ac-
tual performance of duties for the United States
Section or for the Commission.

(c) Travel; other expenses

Travel and other necessary expenses shall be
paid for all United States Commissioners, Alter-
nate Commissioners, Panel Members, Alternate
Panel Members, members of the Joint Technical
Committee, and members of the Advisory Com-
mittee when engaged in the actual performance
of duties for the United States Section or for the
Commission.

(d) Individuals not considered Federal employ-
ees

Except for officials of the United States Gov-
ernment, such individuals shall not be consid-
ered to be Federal employees while engaged in
the actual performance of duties for the United
States Section or for the Commission, except for
the purposes of injury compensation or tort
claims liability as provided in chapter 81 of title
5 and chapter 711 of title 28.
